FLOOR STAINING. 


a 


ANY housekeepers fail to make stain- 
ing a success when using a water-stain 
foundation. The secret is to boil the 

size, water and colour powder well, and when 
you have decided upon the required shade, 
lay it on bot with a fairly large brush—a 
flat one, for choice. It will dry rapidly, and 
the wood is ready for varnish, which should 
be the best quality copal. 

Before the stain is laid on, see that the 
floor is perfectly clean and smooth ; then paint 
evenly as possible, never on any account 
brushing across the grain. Stir the stain 


constantly, and heat up according as it is | 


inclined to cool. 

It should never be thick or dark enough 
t> hide the beauty of the nataral grain of 
the timber, or it will look more like inferior 
fainting than proper staining. 

Amongst the powders in general use, some 
of the best are—Brown and Turkey umber 
for oak stain, yellow ochre (refined) for satin 
stain. Lime green for fumed oak, for 
mahogany Venetian red, with a very. slight 
dash of brown umber, anawers well. How- 
ever, you can only reach the desired shade 
by trying it on a separate piece of wood 
before starting your work. 

With all powder-peint size must be dis- 
solved in the water and all brought to the 
boil. 

In the spring-cleaning period we find many 
of our stained floors worn in places. Any of 
the powders already mentioned mixed in 
smal} quantities with copal varnish, to which 
a little spirit of turps has been added, will,

TERMS OF £45,000 GRANT TO 
DUBLIN. 

Secretary to the Free State 
Ministry of Local Government (Roads 
Department) has written to the Dublin 
Borough Commissioners stating that the 
Minister for Finance has authorised 
tLe alivcation of £40,000 to Uubiáin for the 
relief of unemployment in the city during the 
period ending Slst March, 1925, subject to the 
jollowing conditions ;—(1) Cost of materials to 
ie provided by the Commissioners ; 
(2) scheduled works to be brought to comiple- 
tion by the Commissioners ; (°) rates of wa 
not to exceed those normally paid on rehef 
works ; (4) special claims of ex-National 
men to be considered; and (5) unexpend 
balance of grant to revert to Exchequer on 
1st April, 1925. An undertaking to comply 
with conditions (1) and (2) is required, 
together with detailed plans, specifications, 
— “ME and particulars oí the proposed 
Wor ES. 

The letter will be considered by the Com- 
missioners at a meeting on Saturday. The 
Commissioners will also consider a letter from 
the Secretary, Ministry of Loca! Government, 
stating that the Minister is prepared to give 
provisional approval, for a period of one year, 
to a draft scheme for promoting the welfare of 
the blind in Dublin, submitted by Com- 
missioner Dr, Dwyer, subject to (1) the ad- 
dition of a scale of augmentation of wages of 
outdoor workers attached to institutions; 
(2) the inclusion of a clause respecting cases 
in which contributions payable for inmates of 
homes, etc., are insufficient for the purposes of 
the regulations governing the grant; and 
(5) th insertion of provision regarding pay- 
ments made by the Commissioners to approved 
institutions during the year ending 31st March, 

925. 

The report on housing to be laid before the 
meeting states that preparations are now bein 
made for building on the Croydon Park 
section of the Marino housing area, the vacant 
land in Keogh Barracks area, and the vacant 
land adjoining the Greenville avenue boundary 
ot the Fairhrothers’ Fields area.

Tintown Camp, and on December 13 he 
directed Captain Murray to go to the Cur- 
ragh to investigate the matter and interview 
Bergin. The witness and Captain Mur- 
ray went to the transport yard, and he told 
Driver Cleary that Captain Murray required 
his car that night for “a special job and 
would drive the car himself. 

Next morning, at about 7 o'clock, Murray 
came into the witness's room. The witness 
asked how he got on, and he said that he 
did very well and secured a number of im- 
portant documents. The witness told him 
to make a report to him on the matter dur- 
ing the day, but he never ~ 
That evening he heard that Bergin n 


shot. The accused man was dismissed from 
the Army in March, 1924, 

Créss-examined—He did not ask the driver, 
Cleary, for a report on the matter. He 
heard on December 17, 1923, that there were 
blood stains on the car which Captain Mur- 
ray drove, but he did not examine it.

Under Section 94 of the 
Courts of Justice Act, 1924, it was in his 
discretion to consider er or not a jury 
was necessary or desirable for the proper 
trial of the action. The policy of that section 
was to restrict the right to a jury, and he 
considered that in this case a trial 
could better. be had by a judge without a 
jury. If he tried the case withont a jury, 
th» Supreme Court would have before them, 
if the case went to t on appeal, « full 
note of all the evidence given, and he con- 
sidered that, on the whole, that would be 
most in the interests of justice. He further 
considered that the interests of jurymen were 
also to be considered, their services 
in a case like this should not be requisitioned 
unless there was some póÓiltive reason for so 
doing. This was not a case in which both 
sides asked for a jury: the application for a 
jury was o sete by the plaintiffs.

A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION.

The defendant, in a replying affidavit, denied 
knowledge the avenue gate having been 
locked against the plaintiff. He stated that it 
was untrue that he put a dangerous ram on 
the land adjoining the avenue, and said that 
he had a pet lamb grazing on the land, which 
adjoined the road. The lamb was aged six 
months, and was accustomed to be fed by the 
herd’s wife. It was not dangerous and never 
attacked an „ The defendant removed it 
when the intift complained about it, 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan—lIs there any differ- 
ence of opinion as to the age of this animal?

Downes and Co.), who appeared for the de- 
fendant, said that it was twenty-three months 
since the lamb was removed, and an injune- 
tion was sought now about the lamh, which 
was probably eaten months ago.

PROTECTION AND PRODUCTION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim, Mr. Blythe is rted to have said 
on Saturday last, at Kilkenny, that protec- 
tion is one of the things about which we 
must slowly, and, further, that the in- 
evitable tendency of protection is to raise 
prices. Little fault can be found with the first 
of these statements, but it should be accom- 
panied by acknowledgment of the fact that 
one of the special reasons for the necessity 
of caution in turning to protection is that 
under Trade the t classes of the 
community have increased to at least double 
the number required, and they cannot with 
justice be let down quickly. The second 
statement may be true academically, but may 
by no means be accep as true when it 
must be understood to mean profit or loss. 
A very clear understanding of attendant 
circumstances is necessary. 
The history of taxes and taxation is largely 
a record of the shifts and expedients of 
Kings and Governments to excuse or to 
conceal their acta in the imposition of direct 
taxation, while the raising of revenue by 
import duties has seldom proved a serious 
burden. Doctrinaires may seek to draw lines 
excusing the raising of revenue by import 
duties and differentiating between so doing 
and protection. To clear away the fog, it is 
only necessary to understand that revenue is 
the share of the country’s wealth set aside 
for the preservation of order and other acts 
of government, and that the country's wealth 
depends on, and is limited by, the ex- 
ploitation of its resources. Certainly in some 
special cases advantages of position, such as 
that of Venice, and the performance of services 
have enabled some communities to amass 
wealth without labour in development of 
resources; but generally, where there is no 
roduction of wealth, there can be no revenue, 
ere is no use in imposing direct taxation 
where there is no production of wealth from 
which to take it, or in asserting the neces- 
sity of expenditure where there is no wealth 
the tokens of which may be expended, nor 
will, there be any prices of imported goods 
to rise or fall where there are no exports to 
pay for them. We have to produce before 
we can tax. 

Aer the income tax, it used to be pretty 
well admitted that it was unsuited for an 
agricultural country, where the turnover 
must be slow. India used to be pointed out 
as an example. What country could be more 
definitely agricultural than Ireland or have a 
slower turnover than a cattle-breeding 
country? Yet we cling to an income tax, 
based on exemptions, in which vast sums are 
purloined and retained for indefinite periods, 
to be finally returned, hat farmer would 
not rather pay 18. a pound more for tea or 
sugar confronted with an income 
tax demand just as he is setting out for the 
fair in hopes of buying. few heifers to 
eat his grass? England had to accept an in- 
come tax. We are under no such necessity. 
If our statesmen would only get down to 
bed rock and realise that our wealth must

SECONDARY TEACHERS’ 
SALARIES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—In his speech at Dun Laoghaire on 
the 10th inst. the Minister of Education is 
reported to have expressed his belief that in 
providing new educational schemes the Depart- 
ment over which he presides was not acting 
in advance of public opinion, and that, even 
if it were, he would take pride in the fact. 
His treatment of that important body, the 
secondary teachers,” has certainly not out- 
distanced public opinion, as voiced by all 
parties for many years past. It has been 
marked by a procrastination so strangely at 
variance with his promises and expressed 
opinions that it 1s hardly to be wondered 
that the general body of secondary teachers 
are hardening in the belief that they are being 
fooled by a native Minister of Education to 
an even greater degree than they were ever 
fooled by any British Chief Secretary. This 
belief cannot be good for education, and on 
national] grounds is to be regretted—especially 
at the present time. 

On July 8th last the Minister of Education 
stated in the Dáil that he had secured the 
consent of the Minister for Finance to the two 
following proposals :—viz., (1) the institu- 
tion of a fixed minimum basic salary to be 

aid to the teachers by the schools, and 

) “a system of yearly increments to be 

id to the teachers by the State.“ The 

etails had, of course, to be settled, but, as 
much of this ground had been covered during 
the negotiations on the same subject between 
the Ministries during 1923-24, which finally 
broke down about this time last year, it is 
hard to understand a delay of more than six 
months in making public the scheme. My 
Executive has done everything it could to 
expedite matters, and can hardly be blamed 
it it declines to he forced into the unpleasant 
position of seeming to protect the Minister 
rather than to represent the teachers. The 
position at the moment is that a daily in- 
creasing number of teachers are wondering if 
they are once more to be put off with an 
insufficient and unsympathetically administered 
interim grant, and some there are who fear 
that even that dole may not materialise. I, 
therefore, press upon the Minister the neces- 
sity of immediately making public his scheme. 
In doing so he will be doing a valuable 
service to education, to the State, to his 
Government—and to his party.—Yours, etc.,

A concrete instance may best explain the 
injustice, A certain Dublin national: school 
wes taken over by nuns. Previous to their 
coming the teachers had full pension rights 
and their pension premiums were deducted 
ever quarter. As soon as the school be- 
came a ‘convent school the premiums 
already paid by those of the staff who 
electe | to remain were immediately returned 
because, by the coming of the nuns, they 
h. become lay assistants in a convent 
school. Had the nuns not taken charge, the 
pensions of these teachers would have re- 
mained secure. Some members of this staff 
obtained positions in non-convent schools and 
are eligible for full pensions. Those who re- 
mained are, after forty years’ similar service, 
ineligibl for any pension. There is no clause 
in the Pension Act of 1879 excluding hese 
teachers; consequently no legislation seems to 
be required to include them. Even if there 
were, it is no excuse for the continuance of 
an injustice. 

It seems extraordinary that during all 
these years no word of protest has ever been 
raised by bishops, priests, confraternities, 
sodalities, or the Catholic public generally 
against this grave injustice inflicted upon 
teachers solely because they work in convent 
schools. Did this happen in France, the 
welkin would ring against the anti-clerical 
Government for their persecution of religion, 
Whatever the motive of the old National 
Board for this exclusion rule, the time has 
come for all who love justice to insist that 
the Irish Government will make provision in 
the forthcoming Budget for the pensions of 
these lay assistants.’’ It should be noted 
that, if the nuns retired from the control of 
these schools, all these teachers would have 
their pension rights automatically recognised.

GRANTS FOR BUILDING 
HOUSES. 


COMMISSIONERS' 
SCHEME. 


The Commissioners of the County Borough 
of Dublin have, with the sanction oí the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, adopted a supplemental scheme, in 
pursuance of which local assistance will be 
granted to persons for the purpose of enab- 
ling them to erect dwellings within the area 
under the jurisdiction of the Dublin Borough 
Commissioners in accordance with the provi- 
— of the Housing (Building Facilities) Act, 

The scheme provides for the making of 
grants up to the maximum amount indicated 
in the Act, namely: 

£100 for five-roomed houses. 

£80 for four-roomed houses. 

£60 for three-roomed houses. 

Ihe Commissioners are prepared (a) to give 
grants in cash; (b) to grant or lease any lands 
in their possession as building sites; or (c) to 
execute works of development suitable to the 
erection of houses to which the Act applies, 
provided that the total value of the assist- 
ance thus given shall not in the aggregate ex- 
ceed the amounts of the grants above indi- 
cated. 

Applications for grants towards the cost of 
reconstructing existing buildings will be con- 
sidered

The Commissioners are prepared to grant 
also a remission of rates in respect of houses 
to which the Act applies, in accordance with 
Part 2 of the Schedule of the Act. The Com 
missioners will receive and may grant applica- 
tions for loans, not exceeding £200 in each 
case, for a period of 15 years.

Trade Dispates. 


Trade. disputes threaten all round. 
Every industry is more or less infected 
with the strike spirit. Reason, however, 
seéms to permeate shipbuilding circles, 
where masters and men are settling down 
to adjust their troubles at periodical 
round-table conferences. But the Red 
element, apprehensive that a contented 
proletariat would be its greatest enemy, 
is exérting all the sinister influences 
which it can command to render these 
amicable arrangements abortive. One of 
the first problems which the conferences 
will tackle will be regulation of wages 
according to fluctuation of the industry, 
and the result of discussions on this sub- 
ject will K w with great public 
terest, any ement on such a 
basis “uil be bound to have far-reaching 
effects through the industrial world. As 
an instance of what Labour disputes cost 
the men’s organisations, which is only one 
phase of the general debit account. the 
Boilermakers’ Society expended on strikes 
during the last five years 25 per cent. 
more than the total sum spent on trade 
disputes in the whole of the fifty pre- 
ceding years. 
Singapore. 
An important point in connection with 
the new naval base at Singapore is the 
reinforcing of the, present garrison. The 
Army, haying been cut down to the irre- 
ducible minimum, is hardly in a position 
to meet further overseas commitments. 
Evacuation of the Ruhr would release a 
considerable body oí troops for service 
elsewhere, but not a sufficient quota of 
heavy batteries, which are the primary 
essential for garrisoning this Far East 
base. It is possible, therefore, that the 
Royal Regiment may have to raise a 
number of additional heavy batteries 
unless the interesting proposal should 
mature that Australia should contribute 
permanently to the defences a certain pro- 
portion of artillery personnel from the 
Commonwealth forces. The Roya] Air 
Force will be sending a strong contingent, 
the details of its composition being under 
consideration. The present garrison of 
regular troops consists of one battery only 
of heavy artillery. a company of fortress 
engineers, a battalion of infantry, and 
some details of the administrative ser- 
vices. There is in addition a local com- 
pany of gunners. 


The Prince’s Teur. 


Arrangements for the Prince of Wales’s 
tour are now almost complete. The battle 
cruiser Repulse, which has been specially 
fitted out for the Prince’s accommodation, 
is due to leave Portsmouth on or about 
March 25th. Her first port of call will 
be Bathurst, the capital of Gambia, on 
the West Coast of Africa, where she is 
due on April ist. On April 3rd and 4th 
she will be off Sierra Leone, and during 
the following week will visit Sekondi and 
Accra, in the Gold Coast Colony. The 
longest stay in West African waters will 
be off Lagos from April llth to 22nd. 
Thence the ship will go direct to Cape 
Town, arriving on April 30th, and ramain- 
ing there or in the vicinity until about 
July 16th. Having  re-embarked the 
Prince, the Repulse will call at St. 
Helena from July 21st to 23rd, and will 
then cross for the South American visit, 
which is due to begin on July 3lst.

IRISHMAN DROWNED. 


RESCUE EFFORTS IN THE 
ENGLISH CHANNEL. 

Mr. Richard Martin, aged 23, of Green 
Bank, Monkstown, Ireland, was lost over- 
board yesterday from the cross-Channel boat 
Biarritz, running on the I. P. M. Dover-Calais 
Continental service, and was drowned. 

He was travelling to Montana, Switzer- 
land, where his mother is staying, for the 
good of his health, says the Vai/y Mat, and 
was with his sister on the boat deck. When 
about four miles off Dover, Mr. Martin fell 
over the rail into the sea. 

Accounts of passengers
